(3)  JOHN  Parker  obtained  from  Robert  Taliaferro  1,359  acres  described  as 
in  the  "Great  Fork  of  the  Rappahannock”.  It  had  been  granted  to  Francis 
Kutley  by  Lord  Fairfax  June  12,  1749,  and  was  sold  by  Kutley  and  his  wife, 
Margaret,  July  17,  1751.  The  lease  by  Taliaferro  to  John  Parker  was 
dated  and  recorded  April  16,  1760,  and  the  deed  was  dated  and  recorded 
April  16,  1760,  and  the  deed  was  dated  and  recorded  April  17,  1760. 
(Culpeper  Co.,  Va .,  D.  B.  "C",  Pages  454  and  456)  It  is  important  to 
identify  this  land  so  as  to  follow  its  disposition  in  the  deed  of  parti¬ 
tion  between  John  Parker’s  heirs. 

John  Parker’s  will  set  out  above  did  not  identify  by  name  any  of  his 
children,  and  mentioned  only  one  grandchild. 

He  married  Elizabeth  _ _ _ .  After  his  death,  she  married 

Thomas  McGuire.  Note  that  this  Thomas  McGuire  was  one  of  the  securities 
named  in  the  administration  of  the  estate  of  (•":)  Benjamin  Parker. 

The  ambiguity  of  (3)  John  Parker’s  will  threw  the  administration  into 
a  sta te  of  uncertainty,  and  all  of  the  living  heirs  were  called  in  to  agree 
upon  an  equitable  division  of  the  estate.  This  was  in  the  form  of  a  Deed 
of  Partition,  made  June  12,  1765,  recorded  in  Hampshire  County,  Va.,  Deed 
Book  1,  Pago  282,  the  same  date. 

It  is  important  to  get  the  correct  recitals  from  this  deed  so  as  to 
avoid  confusion  as  to  the  various  descendants  of  (3)  John  Parker,  so  it 
is  here  set  out  in  full:

(52)  NATHANIEL  PARKER,  born  C  1730;  died  1303.  We  copy  his  biography 
from  the  book,  "Historic  Sumner  County,  Tennessee".  (Page  287) 

"Nathaniel  Parker  was  born  in  Hampshire  County,  Virginia,  about 
1730.  lie  served  under  Washington  in  his  attack  on  the  French  at  Fort 
pu.,uoase.  Ho  also  served  under  Captain  Jack  against  the  Indians.  He 
v.rs  fond  of  adventure,  as  were  most  men  of  his  day,  and  wandered  through 
the  wilderness  of  Pennsylvania  and  Northwestern  Virginia,  fearless  of 
Indian  foes.  He  may  be  classed  with  the  "long  hunters,"  as  he  spent 
much  of  his  time  hunting  and  exploring,  being  out  often  by  himself  for 
long  periods  of  time.  He  made  several  journeys  from  his  native  State  to 
the  Cumberland  country  and  back.  While  in  Sumner  County  he  spent  most  o 
his  time  at  Greenfield.  Before  the  Indian  troubles  ceased  he  removed 
his  young  children  (his  wife  being  dead)  to  Sumner  County  and  built  a 
house  near  Greenfield.  That  house  is  still  standing  and  is  occupied 
by  fir.  Robert  Bryson.  Five  yec.ro  after  the  death  of  Colonel  Anthony 
Bledsoe,  i.lr.  L.rl:er  married  his  widow,  he  being  at  the  time  63  and  she 
60  years  of age .  He  died  in  1803  and  was  buried  near  the  site  of  the 
old  liorgen  fort,  on  lands  now  belonging  to  Dr.  Johnson. 

"Nathan  Parker  had  seven  sons.  The  three  eldest,  John,  Thomas, 
ana  Richard,  married  sisters,  Misses  Rogers,  members  of  the  same  family 
as  Genera  1  George  Rogers  Clark.  The  eldest,  John,  never  came  to  Tennes¬ 
see.  The  other  sons  were;  Nathaniel,  Jr.,  Isaac,  Aaron  and  Robert. 

From  these  sans  of  Nathaniel  Parker  have  descended  many  prominent  people 
of  Gunner  Comity  and  elsewhere." 

Evidently,  he  was  the  Nathaniel  Parker  who  received  pay  for  eleven 
days  wagonnage  and  for  flour  and  salt  furnished  by  militia  during  the 
Revolutionary  War.  (Clerk’s  Eook,  Page  4  and  £.) 

Nathaniel  Parker  deeded  his  land  in  Hampshire  County,  Virginia, 
before  settling  in  Tennessee  as  follows:

Uiiquestionably ,  John  Parker  came  from  the  John  Parker  line  which 
nettled  In  what  Is  now  Hampshire  County,  W.  Va.,  then  Virginia.  That 
Jchn  liad  b<..en  in  Culpeper  Count}  v.here  he  acquired  1319  acres  of  land 
from  Robert  Taliaferro,  April  17,  1760. 

Ac  ha  Vo  seen  that  (60)  John  Parker  was  residing  in  Culpeper  County, 
Virginia,  when  he  enlisted.  He  married  Sally  White  in  that  county.  Che 
is  reported  as  the  daughter  of  Benjamin  White.  A  Benjamin  White  was  a 
captain  of  the  Orange  County,  Va.,  militia  in  May,  1778,  £  nd  Orange  ad¬ 
joins  Culpeper  County.  (Orange  O.B.  for  1778,  Page  90) 

After  the  Revolutionary  War  and  after  his  marriage,  he  continued  to 
reside  in  Culpeper  for  several  years.  Come  of  his  children  were  born 
there . 

From  Virginia,  he  moved  to  Georgia  v.here  he  remained  17  years.  He 
was  in  Franklin  and  Elbert  Counties. 

From  Gcor;  ia,  he  moved  to  Tennessee  where  he  settled  in  Hickman 
County  where  he  remained  until  1815,  when  he  moved  to  Illinois. 


His.  location  in  Illinois  was  first  in  Crawford  County,  but  the 
esti  llishmont  of  Coles  County  attracted  him  and  he  became  one  of  its 
earliest  settlers.  He  is  reported  as  having  been  the  first  known  white 
settler  to  build  a  home  in  Coles  County,  Illinois. 

He  remained  in  that  county  until  1834,  when  the  urge  for  new  land 
and  a  new  adventure  became  too  strong  for  him  to  resist. 

His  oldest  son,  (ICO)  Daniel  Parker,  had  launched  himself  as  a  prea¬ 
cher  and  had  established  more  than  a  local  reputation.  Ho  affiliated 
himself  with  the-  "predest.ina.rian"  off-shoot  of  the  Baptist  Church,  as 
then  established.  The  father,  (60)  John  Parker,  had,  likewise,  estab¬ 
lished  quite  a  reputation  as  a  preacher.  From  this  activity,  he  derived 
his  name  Elder  John  Parker. 


Seeking  new  fields,  some  of  the  sons  went  to  Texas  in  1832.  That 
territory  then  was  under  Mexican  rule.  They  learned  that  they  could  not 
establish  a  Protests nt  Church  there,  so  they  returned  to  Illinois.  One 
son,  Daniel,  had  learned  that  by  organising  his  Church  outside  of  Texas 
he  could  then  transplant  it  there  and  this  he  did.  (Coe  "The  History  of 
the  Baptists  of  Texas",  By  B.  F.  Riley,  1207.)
